8 Kl Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant claims are 
directed to unsymmetrical and symmetrical diphenyl ureas, their pharmaceutical composition and 
method of treatment, implying inhibition of RAF kinase, which in turn is used for treating 
cancerous cell growth. The closest prior art is WO 9717329, which on page 4, , formula I, teach 
structurally similar compounds, composition and method of treatment. Applicants have amended 
their claims to overcome the prior art. Another closer prior art is US 6,262,1 13(Widdowson et 
al), which, in claim 1, teach structurally similar compounds as claimed herein. The difference 
between the reference and herein claimed compounds is that the reference must have XiH group 
attached to one of the phenyl ring. There is no such XjH Group in the herein claimed 
compounds, and there is no motivation to arrive at the claimed compounds using the prior arts 
taken alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
